In a short test flight this morn­ 
ing, after repeated failures to get 
the plane to rise from Trespassy 
Bay, Stultz was estimated to have j 
750 gallons of gasoline aboard 
barely enough for a trans-Atlantic 
flight under best conditions, ac­ 
cording to its rated fuel consump­ 
tion.

groun d . 
Necrotic en teritis frequen tly oc­ 
curs as 
a 
complication 
of bog 
cholera. In man y cases it is en tirely 
ov erlooked in the d iagn osis of the 
more serious d isease, hog cholera. 
In some cases the ailmen t foun d 
un complicated Is erron eously d iag­ 
n osed cholera Itself an d the simul­ 
tan eous treatmen t applied when n ot 
in d icated . 
The v irus giv en in con ­ 
n ection with serum in the simul­ 
tan eous treatmen t for hog cholera, 
when n ecrotic en teritis is presen t, 
on ly serv es to aggrav ate the ex­ 
istin g con d ition s in the herd an d is 
a waste of time an d material. New 
cen ters of cholera in fection hav e 
been created through such serious 
errors. 
Then , again , there may lie 
in stan ces when n ecrotic en teritis is 
presen t, but has n ot sufficien tly d e­ 
v eloped to make a correct d iagn osis 
possible.
